the king dom in which they were si fl­

In 12« 1 the>e anim als troub- 
ed several of the Eng lish count i -. but 
after th a t period our records m ake no 
m ention of them . The la st 
wolf 
known in Scotland w ai tilled in 1G80 
and in Ireland one was killed in 1701.

Most of these 
manufacturers also claim that their 
articles are pure and wholesome, 
while some go still further and pro­ 
claim boldly that they are cream of 
tartar goods, or even the genuine 
Royal Baking Powder itself.

DANGEROUS FOOD ADULTERATION. 


The Fraudulent use of Alum aud Lime 
in Cheap Baking Powders. 
If consumers prefer to buy an 
adulterated article of food because it 
can be had at a lower price, they un­ 
doubtedly have the right to do so, 
provided the adulterants are not of a 
character injurious to health, lf such 
articles are not falsely sold as pure, 
and the customer is not deceived as to 
their real character, the transaction is 
not illegitimate. 
But the great danger in the traffic 
in adulterated food arises from the 
deception that is practised by manu­ 
facturers usually classing such goods 
as pure. 
This is almost invariably 
done when the adulterant is one that 
is injurious 
to the health. 
For 
instance, manufacturers of alum and 
lime baking powders not only fail to 
inform the public of the real character 
of their goods, but carefully conceal 
the fact that they are made from these 
jioisonous articles. 
Most of these 
manufacturers also claim that their 
articles are pure and wholesome, 
while some go still further aud pro­ 
claim boldly that they tire cream of 
tartar goods, or even Ut * genuine 
Royal Baking Powder itself. 
No con­ 
sumer will buy alum baking j*owders 
knowingly, for it is well understood 
that they are detrimental to health. 
Tin* sale of lime and alum baking 
powders as pure aud wholesome arti­ 
cles is, therefore, criminal, and it is 
satisfactory to notice that several {**r- 
sons engaged in such sale have al­ 
ready been brought to justice in the 
courts. 
The official analysts have recently 
been active in the pursuit of thew* 
dishonest articles. The baking pow­ 
ders of several states have lieen care­ 
fully and critically examined. 
The 
officials are surpriwMl at the large 
amount of lime and alum goods found. 
It is a suggestive fact that no baking 
powder except the Royal has lssm 
found without either lime or alum, 
and may contain both. 
Dr. Price’s

tain noarly 12 per cent of lime; Cleve­ 
land's l l {>er cent, of impurities; the 
phosphate powders over 12 per cent.

The chief service of lime is to add 
weight.

particularly of infants and children, 
and esjieciallv when the lime is taken 
into thY* system day after day, and 
with almost every meal. 
This is said 
by physicians to lie one of the causes 
of indigestion, dyspepsia, and those 
painful diseases of the kidneys now 
so prevalent. 
Adulteration with lime is quite as 
much to be dreaded as with alum, 
which h;is heretofore received the 
most emphatic condemnation from 
foodanulyMs, physicians and chemists, 
for the reason that while altun may 
lie partially dissolved by the heat of 
baking it is impossible to destroy or 
change the nature of the lime so that 
the entire amount in the baking pow­ 
der {lasses, with all its injurious pro­ 
perties into the stomach. 
The large profits from the manu­ 
facture of lime and alum baking pow­ 
ders has placed many of them in the 
market. 
They are to lie found in the 
stock of almost every retail dealer, 
and are urged upon customers calling 
for baking powders upon all occa­ 
sions. Because of their well-known 
detrimental character it is desirable 
that prompt means la* taken to sup­ 
press their manufacture. 
Pure baking powders are one of 
the chief aids to the cook in preparing 
perfect and wholesome food. 
While 
those are to be obtained of well­ 
established reputation, like the Royal, 
of whose purity there has never been 
a question, it is pro{ier to avoid all 
othero.

Freeman's Journal 
urges the people to exercise calmness and 
patience, and to receive the papal decree 
with 
profound 
respect and lo y a lty to 
Rome. 
It declares th a t boycotting is rare. 
The N ationalist members of parliament 
are som ew hat agitated over the pope's de­ 
cree, and are eagerly conferring as to what 
steps are necessary. 
The N ationalists hav*determ ined to con­ 
tinue the plan of campaign in spite of the 
papal decree. 
It is 
asserted 
th a t 
the 
m ovem ent will n o t suffer m uch from the 
necessary defection priests who will 
un­ 
doubtedly continue to sym p ath ize with 
the i>eople, and th a t the vacancies can 
easily be filled with la} ruen. 
The m atter 
has caused 
an 
extremely bitter feeling 
among the N ationalists, who indignantly 
resent the governm ent's intrigues with the 
Vatican.

The expense of sup­ 
porting paupers at boarding houses, 
hotels or in private families as has 
been done in the past is too expensive 
a luxury to be indulged in for years 
to come, as the paupers are increasing 
in number as the county grows older.

Tke Poor Farm. 
Tho county commissioners at their 
meeting on Tuesday entered into 
verbal agreement with Henry Spald­ 
ing for the purchase of his farm in 
Oaklawn township for the specified 
sum of $4,000. Nothing concerning 
the transaction appears in the min­ 
utes of the meeting which appear 
elesewhere in this issue, for the fact 
that they have no authority to trans­ 
act such business only at their Janu­ 
ary and July meetings. 
If the farm 
was to be purchased this season the 
arrangements had to be made im­ 
mediately in order to get in a crop. 
At their July meeting the commis­ 
sioners will pay a certain part of the 
purchase price and receive a deed, 
but in the meantime the work of get­ 
ting things in shape will be carried on 
by them. 
Mr. John Milen was en­ 
gaged as overseer at a salary of $60 
per month and board for himself and 
family and he will move onto the 
place 
immediately. 
The paupers 
who are now scattered over the county 
will be brought to the farm and be 
taken care of there, and for the ac­ 
commodation of which an 
addition 
will be built onto the house. It is 
the intention of the commissioners to 
make this farm self supporting, or as 
near so as possible. 
The first year of 
course will entail considerable ex­ 
pense as teams and cows will have to 
be purchased and additions made to 
the house and out buildings. 
The 
move in buymg this farm may seem 
to some as an act not warranted at 
the present time, but it is a matter 
that would have had to be done event­ 
ually and could be carried out at 
much less expense now than at some 
future time. 
The expense of sup­ 
porting paupers at boarding houses, 
hotels or in private families as has 
been done in the past is too expensive 
a luxury to be indulged in for years 
to come, as the paupers are increasing 
in number as the county grows older.
